BIRTH CONTROL 
TRIAL MARRIAGE 


Reaffirms Catholic Doctrine 
of Indissolubility of Mat- 
rimony in an Encyclical 
of 16,000 Words. 


PROPOSES STATE

VATICAN CITY, Jan. 8.—Birth 
control, trial marriage and divorce 
were condemned today in an en- 
cyclical of Pope Pius XI reaffirm- 
ing the Catholic doctrine of the 
sanctity of matrimony. This was 
the first such expression of the 


Holy See on the subject in 50 years. 
The encyclical drew on the full 
sources of ecclesiastical authority 
for its precepts, which, mandatory 
on the faithful, the Pope said he 
hoped would be accepted by all 
men. 
It contained 16,000 words. For 
the first time in history translations 
in English, Italian, French, Ger- 
man and Spanish were issued simul- 
taneously with the original text in 
Latin. 
Adopts Views of Leo XIII. 


Attention is called at the outset 
to the encyclical of Pope Leo XIII 
half a century ago, which the Pon- 
tiff says he not only affirms but 
makes his own, the present ency- 
clical merely adapting it to modern 
conditions. 

The encyclical says that “a great 
number of men * * * either entire- 
ly ignore or shamelessly deny the 
great sanctity of Christian wed- 
lock, or even, relying upon the 
false principles of a new and ut- 
terly perverse morality too often 
trample it under foot. 

And since these most pernicious 
errors and depraved morals have 
begun to spread even amongst the 
faithful and are gradually gaining 
ground, in our office as Christ's 
vicar upon earth and supreme 
Shepherd and teacher we consider 
it our duty to keep the flock com- 
mitted to our care from poisonous 
pastures and preserve it from 
harm.” ’ 

Affirming that the laws of mar- 
riage are of God, the author of 
nature, and by Christ our Lord by 
whom nature was redeemed,” the 
encyclical declares: “These laws 
cannot be subject to any human de- 
crees or to any contrary pact, even 
of the spouses themsswes.“ 

The words of St. Augustine are 
quoted to put forward that of all 
the blessings of marriage the child 
holds first place; St. Paul, the 
pontiff said, “I wish young girls to 
marry . to beget children, to be 
mothers of families.” 


Responsibility for Children. 
Both husband and wife, how- 
ever,“ the encyclical states, re- 
ceiving these children with jov and 
gratitude from the hand of God, 
will regard them as a talent com- 
mitted to their charge by God not 
only to be employed for their own 
advantage or for that of an earth- 
ly commonwealth, but to be re- 
stored to God with interest on the 
day of reckoning.” 

The second blessing of matri- 
mony, the pontiff says, is that of 
conjugal honor in the, mutual fi- 
delity of husband and wife, and 
the words of St. Augustine again 
are quoted that the marriage rights 
may not be denied by either of the 
parties to each other nor pernit- 
ted to any third person. 

Referring to birth control, which 
Bishops of the Anglican Ohurch 
indorsed under certain circum- 
stances at the Lambeth conference 
in London last summer, the Pontiff 
condemns all such practices as 
“against the law of God and na- 
ture.“ ö 

The encyclical brands all those 
indulging in contraceptive practices 
“with the guilt.of a grave sin.” 
Any circumstances such as health 
or economic conditions do not con- 
stitute an excuse, he maintained. 
The document calls abortion mur- 
der. 

In support ot his assertions the 
Pontiff quoted St. Augustine, who 
in such cases called a woman “a 
mere mistress of her husband,“ 
and a man the paramour of his 
wife. ere 

Family Upkeep and Wages. 
The encyclical took on the nature

Leo Brothers, St. Louis, 
Arrested Dec. 21, Named 
as Tribune Reporter 's 
Assassin.

CHICAGO, Jan. 8.—A solution 


of the murder of Alfred J. Lingle, 
Chicago Tribune reporter, has been 
reached, authorities said today, 
with the arrest of Leo Brothers, a 
St. Louis gangster. Brothers, they 
said, has been identified by several 
witnesses as the man who shot and 
killed Lingle June 9 last. The iden- 
tification, they said, was positive. 
Patrick Roche, chief investiga- 
tor for the State Attorney’s office, 
said Brothers was arrested by three 
detectives Dec, 21 in a Chicago 
apartment after he had been trailed 
to 12 different cities. He was known 


in Chicago as Louis (Buster) Ba- 
der. He denies he killed Lingle, 
but admits, Roche said, he is want- 
ed in St. Louis for the murder of 
John de Blasi, a service car driver. 

“This man will sit in the elec- 
tric chair for the murder of Alfred 
J. Lingle,” Roche told newspaper 
men. Pil stake my official repu- 
tation on that. If he is not the 
killer, then Lingle is still alive.” 

Motive Still Unexplained. 

Neither Roche nor State’s Attor- 
ney John A. Swanson, however, 
would say if they had uncovered the 
answer to the all-absorbing ques- 
tion, Why was Lingle killed?” 

There was an unofficial report 
that the investigators. had been 
working on the theory that the Chi- 
cago Tribune reporter was put to 
death because he had incurred the 
enmity of gamblers whom he had 
harassed. Nor would the officials 
give out a list of the names of the 
persons who made the reported 
identification. 

This information, Roche indicat- 
ed, would be withheld until facts 
concerning the murder are more 
definitely determined. Roche was 
asked by a reporter if any higher- 
ups were being sought or any other 
persons.“ And his answer was: 
We have a lot of work yet to 
do.“ as 

It was reported, six days ago, 
Jan, 2, that Leo “Loeffler” was be- 
ing held in the Congress Hotel 
by police and had been tentatively 
identified as the Lingle murderer, 
but the story was not confirmed 
officially until last night.

Testimony ended late yesterday 
after Howard matched wits with a 
lawyer while testifying for his fos- 
ter mother. 


Jury and audience in Judge 
Landwehr’s crowded courtroom 
laughed as the young husband, fa- 
ther of a 3-year-old boy, exchanged 
sarcasms with his wife’s lawyer, 
testifying he was 
soused” the day he married. 


Howard returned a courteous, 
“Yes, sir,” or “No, Sir,“ to the 
questions of his mother’s attorney, 
George T. Priest, and lapsed into 
the colloquial Teah,“ and No,“ 
when Edward W. Foristel took up 
the cross-examination. A small 
man, with a close-cropped mus- 
tache and black curly hair, he 
lounged in the witness chair, one 
arm over the back and his legs 
crossed. 

“Plenty” of Altercations. 

Led by Priest, he testified his 
foster mother had always been 
courteous and kindly to his wife 
during the four years they lived 
together, first at Hotel Chase, then 
in the Boyle residence at 5035 Lin- 
dell drive, facing Forest Park. Miss 
Boyle had always said he could do 
as he pleased about living with his 
wife, he declared, and had ap- 
proyed six or seven reconciliations 
which followed quarrels in which 
Mrs. Howard went home to her 
mother. 

“Did you ever have altercations 
with your wife?” Priest asked. 

“Sure,” Howard laughed, 
“Plenty!” 

“Did she throw things at you?” 

“Yes, once she threw a toy 
bank at me and hit my head, and 
another time she threw something 
at me, I forget what, and hit a 
mirror.“ 

That Final Quarrel. 

Asked to describe what occurred 
the day of the final separation, in 
June, 1929, when Mrs. Howard 
wrapped her personal effects in 
two sheets and left the Lindell 
drive home, Howard replied: 

“Well, we came down to eat. She 
was crabby and had a grouch on. 
I was drinking my coffee and she 
called me into the hall. I didn’t 
go right away and she cussed me 
out. Then she started yelling at 
me and throwing fits all over the 
place. 

“She picked up a chair and 
heaved it at me and it hit the 
wall. Then she threw some ice at 
me, and a telephone book. Then 
she screamed and hollered in the 
hall. I just picked up the baby 
and didn’t hit her at all.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. §.—The 
Missouri Supreme Court en banc 
today ruſed that the proper place 
for the State to institute proceed- 
ings against the stock fire insurance 
companies, to compel them to ac- 
count for and pay all the refunds 
due fire insurance policy holders 
under the State’s 10 per cent rate 
reduction order of 1922 was in the 
Circuit Court and not in the Su- 
preme Court. 

The ruling, made in a modifica- 
tion of a recent opinion on the 
same question, clears the way for 
the State Insurance Department to 
file suits for recovery of all of the 
approximately $14,000,000 in excess 
premiums exacted from policy hold- 
ers by the companies during their 
legal fight of more than seven years 
against enforcement of the reduc- 
tion order. 

Counsel for the Insurance De- 
partment have beon preparing a 
suit to require the company to 
make an accounting of all refunds 
due, the amounts fhat have been 
paid, and to pay over to an agency 
to be designated by the courts all 
refunds still due. This suit likely 
will be filed in Cole County Circuit 
Court in a few days. 

Rehearing Is Refused. 

The Attorney-General and Insur- 
ance Department had filed a mo- 
tion asking the Supreme Court to 
reopen the rate case, in which the 
Court had affirmed the 10 per cent 
reduction, and to appoint one or 
more special commissioners of the 
Court to require an accounting of 
the refunds and to supervise pay- 
ments. 

The Court recently denied that 
motion, holding its jurisdiction of 
that case lapsed with the termina- 
tion of the term of court in which it 
made its decision, in May, 1926. 

A motion for rehearing was 
filed. The court today overruled 
that motion, but modified its orig- 
inal opinion to make clear the fact 
that the court's lack of jurisdiction 
to reopen the former case does not 
affect the rights of the policyhold- 
ers to recover in a proper proceed- 
ing. The court indicated the prop- 
er method was to institute proceed- 
ings in the Circuit Court. 

Can't Retain Premiums. 

Referring to the dismissal of the 
State's motion, Judge F. E. At- 
wood stated in the opinion “In so 
ruling we, of course, do not hold 
that the respondents (the com- 
panies) are entitled fo retain any 
premiums that may have been col- |

Christian marriage.” 

Assalls Companionnate Marriage. 

The encyclical condemns what it 
terms “human tampering with a 
sacred institution“ calling compan- 
ionate and experimental marriages 
mere travesty, it stresses the high 
dignify of marriage as affecting 
questions of conjugal fidelity and 
the sacramental nature of the mar- 
riage contract and the marriage 
state.

“Others say they cannot on the 
one hand remain continent nor on 
the other can they have children, 
because of the difficulties, whether 
on the part of the mother, or on 
the part of family circumstances.

WOMAN DETAINED AS. 
SUSPECT'S COMPANION 


Held Here Following Arrest of 
Leo Brothers in Lingle 
Case in Chicago. 


A woman known as Margaret 
Farmer, also known by the names 
of Welsh and Clark, was taken in 
custody today by the St. Louis 
police, on information that she had 
been a close associate of Leo 
Brothers, now held in Chicago on 
the charge of being the murderer 
of Alfred J. Lingle. 

The woman, who is 26 years old, 
was being questioned today at 
Police Headquarters. 

The woman was arrested in a 
restaurant at Delmar boulevard and 
Taylor avenue. She said she had 
no regular abode in St. Louis. She 
knew Brothers, but had not seen 
him for nearly two years. She ad- 
mitted she was in Chicago at the 
end of November, but said she 
went there for the Army-Notre 
Dame football game, and did not 
see Brothers there: She refused to 
waive extradition, to permit her re- 
moval to Chicago. 

Brothers’ mother, Mrs. Jesse Jes- 
sen, lives in Webster Groves, and 
his wife, Mrs. Vera Brothers, lives 
in North St. Louis. The mother 
today said she believed the young 
man was t he victim of police perse- 
cution. The wife said she felt no 
sympathy for Brothers, who, she 
said, abandoned her and their in- 
fant son, Vincent, seven years ago. 

Brothers is the same man whose 
arrest was related in last Friday’s 
Post-Dispatch, under the name of 
Leo Loeffler. This name, it has 
been found, was an alias. Brotohers 
was taken in custody Dec. 21, and 
has been held in a downtown Chi- 
cago hotel since, under police 
guard. A member of the Capone 
“mob” is said to have given the 
information that led tot ohis arrest. 

Brothers has been sought by St. 
Louis police since the murder of 
John De Blasi, 18-year-old service 
car driver, Aug. 2, 1929. De Blasi 
was killed in an alley behind his 
home, 5051 Delmar boulevard. An 
eye-witness testified at the inquest 
that Brothers was the slayer. He 
said Brothers had been extorting 
money from service car drivers 
and that, after a quarrel with De 
Blasi at the Washington avenue 
loop, Brothers waylaid De Blasi 
near his home and shot him down.

Byrd marched Sutherland back 
to the bar which occupies separate 
quarters, and threatened him with 
arrest sevéral times before reléas- 
ing him, the barber said. No 
liquor was found in the restaurant, 
although the officers accompany- 
ing Byrd reported finding eight 
ounces in the bar- room. They ar- 
rested John Henry Brown, a Negro, 
charged with sale and possession 
of liquor. 

Sutherland and Clark are consid- 
ering filing suits against Byrd, they 
told the District Attorney. 

Byrd formerly was Constable of 
Joachim township, in Jefferson 
County, and while holding this 
position, was tried on a charge of 
murdering a suspect who fled after 
an altercation and in May, 1917, 
was convicted of second-degree 
murder and sentenced to 10 years 
in the penitentiary. The Missouri 
Supreme Court set aside the ver- 
dict and remanded the case for re- 
trial. It was not tried again be- 
cause the State could not find 
some of the witnesses.

TENNESSEE GOVERNOR DEMANDS 
WIDE INQUIRY IN STATE AFFAIRS 


Asks Legislature to Pay Particular 
Attention to Deposits in 
Closed Banks. 

Ey the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 8.— 
Declaring the “honor of the State 
requires prompt and courageous 
action,” Gov. Henry H. Horton 
called on the Tennessee Legislatur® 
today for a “searching investiga- 
tion” of State affairs, with particu- 
lar reference to the deposit of mil- 
lions of public funds in closed 
banks. 

“It has been charged in mass 
meetings and in the public press,” 
he said, “that practically every of- 
ficial of the State, including the 
Governor and his appointees, the 
officials elected by the General As- 
sembly and the boards created un- 
der the laws of the State, have 
ben faithless and corrupt. 

“No man guilty of the charges 
should be permitted to hold office. 

Every man guilty of betrayal of his 
trust, however exaited his position, 
should be exposed, condemned and 
removed from office. and if he has 
violated any laws ne should be pun- 
ished in the criminal courts of the 
State.” 

The Governor recommended ap- 
pointment of a committee or com- 
mittees with power to employ ex- 
pert accountants, to summen and 
examine witnesses and “any other 
power which will be helpful.” 
“Above all things, there should be 
no political investigation, no white- 
washing, no persecution,” he said.

Court After Three-Month Investigation Holds 
Leguia and Sons Owe This 


to State. 


By the Aswciated Press. 
LIMA, Peru, Jan. 8.—The Na- 


tional Sanctions Court today sen- 


tenced Augusto B. Leguia, deposed 
President of Peru, and his three 
sons, to reimburse the national 
treasury 25,000,000 soles (about 
$7,625,000). 

This -action was taken after a 
three months investigation of their 
activities during the 11 years of 
the Leguia regime, 

The sentence is an extensive doc- 
ument which describes connections 
of the former President and his 
sons, Augusto, Juan and Jose Le- 
guia, with various financial trans- 
actions, 

Among the operations mentioned 
is a national loan, alleged to have 
been made by a New York banking 
house which, the Court declares, 
paid a high commission to Juan 
Leguia to avoid competition from 
other banks. 

Two of the Judges, in an addi- 
tional opinion, estimated the re- 
sponsibility to the country of the 
four Leguias amounted to 60,000,- 
000 soles ($15,250,000). 

Former President Leguia and his 


sons headed a list of 31 persons, 
most of them connected with the 
Leguia government, who were 
prosecuted before the Sanctions 
Court for illegal enrichment. The 
elder Leguia and Juan Leguia are 
in custody, but Auguste Jr. and 
Jose Leguia escaped after the revo- 
lution. 

The court has been in session 
nearly three months and during 
that time examined many § wit- 
nesses. Jewels of great value, im- 
portant documents and other valu- 
ables held by the former President 
were seized by order of the court 
during the investigation. 

Authorities announced today that 
Benjamin Huaman de los Heros, 
who Premier of Peru under 
the Leda regime and who has 
been under arrest at the national 
penitentiary, attempted to commit 
sucide in his cell, but was prevent- 
ed from doing so.

AT SENATE TRADE INQUIRY 


To Discuss the Causes of Business 
Depression Between U. 8. 
and China,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— Four in- 


ternationally known financiers will 
appear next week before the Sen- 


ate Foreign Relations sub-commit- 
tee investigating the causes of the 
trade decline between the United 
States and China. 

Chairman Pittman announced to- 
day Owen D. Young, Thomas W. 
Lamont, Bernard M. Baruca and 
Norman Davis have agreed to tes- 
tify before the committee drafts 
its report. Pittman said he hopes 
to report to the full committee in 
about two weeks. 

Three recommendations, which 
will be proposed in the nature of 
independent resolutions, will sug- 
gest that President Hoover enter 
negotiations with the British and 
other Governments to seek suspen- 
sion of the British policy of sale 
of silver money from India; that 
the President enter international 
negotiations looking toward a sil- 
ver loan to China and that the 
President discuss with other na- 
tions the advisability of fixing the 
international value of silver. 

The first of these propositions is 
considered by Pittme the most im- 
portant. He said the British pol- 
icy of selling silver from India has 
not only depressed the world silver 
market, but is one of the major 
causes of the world-wide depres- 
sion. 


KELLOGG TOLD WORLD COURT 
RATIFICATION GAN BE BEATEN 


U. S. Member So Informed by Sen- 
ate Opponents of International 
Judicial Body.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Senate 
World Court opponents have told 
Frank B. Kellogg, a justice of the 
court, that enough votes were in 
prospect to defeat ratification of 
American adherence. 

This much became known of the 
conversations held by Kellogg dur- 
ing his call today in the Senate, 
where he served formerly as a 
member from Minnesota. The for- 
mer Secretary of State asserted, 
however, that his call was purely 
@ personal one. He denied that 
he had any purpose of discussing 
the World Court issue. 

Kellogg called first upon Chair- 
man Borah of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, he went to the 
Senate floor to converse with oth- 
ers, including Senator Morrow of 
New Jersey, and Gillett of Mas- 
sachusetts, advocates of the World 
Court. Borah is opposed to Amer- 
ican entry into the court. 

While it was reported reliably at 
the Senate that Kellogg was told 
ratification could be defeated no 
open claim of victory was made by 
the opponents of the court.

Funds Available Jan. 1, for New

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Accel- 
eration of Federal-aid highway 
construction in 1930 was reported 
today by the Bureau of Public 
Roads to bave resulted in the larz- 
est building year in the history of 
the program. 
The Government paid to the 
states as its share on completed 
Federal cid work $96,355,800, an 
increase of about $19,700,000 over 
1929. 

The increase was attributed to 
the response made to President 
Hoover's appeal that the program 
be enlarged and the work expedit- 
ed as unemployment relief.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.— A cur- 
tailment by one-tenth of the num- 
ber of milk cows on the nation’s 


farms was recommended yesterday}. 


by the Dairy Advisory Committee 
of the Farm Board. The commit- 
tee said that the oversupply of 
milk has resulted in “excessive in- 


ventories of all dairy products for 
the past year.“ 

The resclutions urged that retail 
prices of dairy’ products, especial- 
ly city market milk, be reduced in 
harmony with the lower price paid 
the farmer. They also recommend- 
ed the use of dairy products on the 
farm be increased to aid in the 
reduction of inventories. 

It was resolved that 
producing and unprofitable cows 
should be culled from herds and 
sold for slaughter; that additional 
numbers of calves be vealed; and 
that each farmer reduce the size 
of his herd by eliminating at least 
one cow out of each 10.“ 


FOUR MORE FRENCH FINANCIERS 
ACCUSED IN BANK CRASH 


Two Arrested in Paris and Others 
Are Sought in Martinique 
for $8,000,000 Fraud.

PARIS, Jan. 8.—Ramifications 
from the Oustric Bank crash last 
autumn, which contributed to the 
downfall of the Tardieu Govern- 
ment, has spread-to Martinique, in 
the French West Indies. 

Warrants were issued for the ar- 
rest of four financiers, including 
the former Socialist Deputy, La 
Grosilliere, who represented Mar- 
tinique in the French Parliament 
from 1924 to 1928. They are 
charged with illegal operations in 
the granting of contracts totaling 
$8,000,000 by the City Council of 
Martinique. 

Two men mentioned in the war- 
rants were arrested here yester- 
day, but La Grosilliere and Louis 
Sejourne Ormer, Captain in the 
French Air Forces, are sought in 
Martinique and will be brought 
here. 


60,000 HEAD OF CATTLE BEING 
DRIVEN ACROSS AUSTRALIA 


Similar Trip to Southern Markets, 
Started in 1921, Took 
Two Years. 

MELBOURNE, Australia, Jan. 8. 
— More than 60,000 head of cattle, 
comprising prime selections from 
the great herds of Northern Aus- 
tralia, are being driven across the 
continent to Southern markets. 

In 1921 a herd of 73,000 started 
on a similar journey, and more 
than two years were necessary for 
its completion. Such journeys can 
only be made at infrequent inter- 
vals, for rain falls in Central Aus- 
tralia only on an average about 
once in six years. When good rains 
fill the water holes and cover the 
whole country with desert grass 
the big herds slowly head south- 
ward, 


REPEAL OF PRESS GAG URGED 


Minnesota’s New Governor De- 
mands Freedom of Speech.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Jan. 8.—Floyd 
B. Olson, in his inaugural address 
as the State’s first Farmer-Labor 
party Governor, yesterday urged re- 
peal of the State newspaper sup- 
pression law, under which a news- 
paper publishing libelous and de- 
famatory matter can be suppressed 
by court order. 

“The freedom of speech and the 
press,” he said, “should remain in- 
violate and any law which consti- 
tutes an entering wedge into that 
inviolability is unsafe.“

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The 
Stobbs bill to modify the Jones 
dry law was passed finally today 
when the House agreed to minor 
Senate amendments. It now goes 
to the President. 

The measure has the approval of 
the Wickersham Law Enforcement 
Commission and Attorney-General 
Mitchell. It sets up a category of 
minor offenses involving less than 
one gallon of liquor. It fixes a 
mamimum penalty of a $500 fine 
and six months’ imprisonment for 
first offenders. The measure is an 
outgrowth of the Wickersham pro- 
posals to relieve court congestion, 
and permits trials without juries of 
minor liquor offenders. 

House .for Dry Staff Expansion, 

Immediate increase of the Prohi- 
bition Bureau's staff of agents by 
130 has been approved by the 
House. The Senate still is to act 
on the measure. 

The dry staff expansion, at a 
cost of more than $500,000, was 
provided in a deficiency appropria- 
tion passed by the House late yes- 
terday, after it had defeated a two- 
day onslaught by the wet bloc un- 
der leadership of Representative 
Linthicum (Dem.) of Maryland. 
One dry item, a $10,000 appropria- 
tion for prohibition publicity work, 
came out ot the bill, however, at

Surpluses and Unemployment. 

o the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE points brought out by “Savage 

of 1930” in his letter of Dec. 29 are, 
with one exception, effects and not 
causés of our present economic condi- 
tions. The one exception is his refer- 
ence to special tariff privileges, for it is 
special privilege which is at the bottom 
of all our troubles. 

“The sum of the parts is equal to the 
whole’ is an axiom we learn in geom- 
etry. Its truth is self-evident and uni- 
versally applicable. It is as true in eco- 
nomics as in mathematics. 

A man can now produce many times 
what he could before the machine age. 
But to do so he needs a factory and 
the factory requires land for its founda- 
tion. The owners of both require him 
to give a part of his produce in ex- 
change for the use of the factory or land 
they own. These two portions and the 
small part the laborer is permitted to 
keep for himself are equal to the whole 
of his production. 

The whole of production is not equit- 
‘ably divided at the present time. You 
will note that I do not say equally, 
neither do I say that the laborer should 
receive all that he produces, for I am 
not arguing communism. If the division 
of production were equitable, each could 
consume his share and there would be 
no surpluses, which are the immediate 
cause of unemployment. At the present 
time privileged groups have more than 
they can consume and production: must 
lag until they have consumed, given 
away or wasted their excessive share of 
wealth. What is more important, they 
have the privilege of preventing others 
from producing what they require to live.

It has a complete mant- 
facturing and distributing plant. Obviously, the peo- 
ple of St. Louis were not going to invite a com- 
petitor into the city until they had given the La 
clede a reasonable opportunity to say what it will 
do. The company has had several things to consider: 

(1) How far a city as large as St. Louis can depend 
upon natural gas in cold weather; (2) what the 
probable effect: upon its valuation for rate making 
purposes would be if its artificial gas making plant 
became in part or wholly obsolete; (3) if natural gas 
could hope to enjoy any great degree of custom in 
competition with such 3 cheap fuel as soft coal is in 
St. Louis. These and other considerations have oc- 
casioned the delay. According to Mr. Orton, the com- 
pany does not yet know what it wil? have to pay for 
gas at the pipe line. One of the companies which 
wanted to bring. natural gas into Kansas City testi- 
fied that it could deliver gas from the Amarillo field 
at approximately 11 cents per 1000 feet at the city 
gate. ' 

The Post-Dispatch is naturally gratified by the 
announcement of Laclede, and it is hopeful that the 
rate to be made for gas in St. Louis will be attrac- 
tive to the people. We have fought for natural gas 
in St. Louis because we realize that unless we do 
get it the city will continue to suffer from the 
deadly blight of smoke. We have not made the 
natural gas fight in disparagement of other fuels, 
but in the expectation that it will help us solvé the 
smoke problem. Our sootfall is estimated at 400 tons 
per square mile in a year. Its cost to the city has 
been computed at $30,000.000 annually. St. Louis 
needs the benefit of every possible device that can 
be brought to bear upon the situation. We realize that 
the city can never be smokeless. Situated as it is 
at the edge of a great bituminous coal field, it can not 
for a long time hope to have any fuel that will dis- 
place coal. The point is that with the growth of the 
city the smoke problem has become every year more 
critical. In the last decade there has been an exodus 
into the county to escape the smoke. The increasing 
deposit of soot has killed trees, destroyed property 
values, impaired the health of the people. It has hurt 
the city. 

The opportunity of Laclede is very great. It can 
render St. Louis a true service. It can make benef- 
icent to itself and us its virtual monopoly in the 
city. We would prefer to see natural gas brought 
into the city unmixed with artificial gas. However, 
there is time for that. The thing is to get started, 
and we welcome Laclede's announcement. 

Let us have natural gas. 
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GOOD NEWS. 

The depression is not without its compensation. 
As a result of the agitation to speed public works 
in behalf of the unemployed, the city is at last to 
have the Municipal Auditorium, for which $5,000,000 
was voted in the 1923 bond issue. Mayor Miller 
yesterday ordered its partial construction to the ex- 
tent of $4,000,000, and it is expected work may be- 
gin before the end of March. That sum will provide 
the complete exterior with the main convention and 
exhibition hall, leaving the music hall and four lesser 
halls for later construction. With the exception of 
three small tracts, the city already has acquired the 
site on the south side of Market street, between 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets. 

It is good news that the city, long at a disadvan- 
tage in bidding for conventions, is soon to have 
the Municipal Auditorium. Assuming it takes a year 
to build, it will be ready in time to house one of 
the national party conventions in 1932. Let us get 
one of those to inaugurate the hall in big league 
fashion.

What has 
happened during the year to make this statement less 
true today? 

In 1929 Mr. Hyde gave it as the opinion of the

he says that the relaxation of the regulations would 
create an additional market for corn somewhere be- 
tween 560,000,000 and 100,000,000 bushels annually.

That the United States is no longer the happy 
hunting ground it used to be for the utility racket 
is demonstrated by the revolt in Indianapolis against 
a new franchise for the street car company. Twenty- | 
five civic organizations are joining in the opposition, 
and in the end Indianapolis will strike for home 
rule. : 

The Indianapolis street railway is in receivership, 
and the bondholders are trying to get their money 
out of it. Like other street railways, it is suffering 
from automotive competition. The Insull interests 
will take it over if they can have a grant passed by 
the City*Council and signed by the Mayor; but by 
such a grant Indianapolis would forfeit all control 
over fares and service, and happily the people 
know it. 

It is much wiser to discuss such things before 
the die is cast, as Indianapolis is doing, than to learn 
the truth when it is too late, as Kansas City has 
done. Had even half a dozen civic organizations 
interested in the welfare of the community looked 
into the Kansas City proposal, there would not now 
be the lamentations that issue from that disillusioned 
city. Unfortunately, our civic organizations in St. 
Louis have performed no labor of Hercules defending 
our own community against exploitation. Those that 
came into the field at the time of the terminabie 
permit fight turned up on the wrong side. 

Perhaps the fashions in all these matters are 
changing. At any rate, it was a wonderful racket 
while it lasted.

A measure of wide importance to all engaged in 
the creative arts and to those who reap pleasure 
and education from their works is among the unfin- 
ished business before Congress.

This slow progress in the re- 
form was one of the grievances alleged as 
the basis for the overthrow of the Car- 
ranza regime by Gen. Obregon. With Obre- 
gon the distribution of 
earnest.

(b) The agrarian laws and the contin- 
uance of the agrarian program led to 
such uncertainty in land tenure as prac- 
tically to destroy any sort of agricultural 
activity as a basis for credit. The absence 
of agricultural credit and the uncertainty 
of land tenure served largely as a deter- 
rent for the planting and cultivation of 
the large land holdings. 

(e) The ejidatarios (villagers to whom 
grants of land are made) were, in a 
huge majority of cases, without financial 
resources of any king and there was no 
organized method of extending credit to 
these groups. The result was that the 
néwiy formed ejidos were not cultivated 
to their capacity, cultivation being largely 
confined to small patches to provide food 
crops to the owners and their families. 

(d) As a result of b and ec most 
authorities agree that the production. of 
agricultural products has been on the de- 
crease during the past 10 years, with a 
corresponding increase in the importa- 
tion of foodstuffs.
